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Deviations or Exemptions

You should include any requests for Deviations or Exemptions in your application.
Exemptions are generally viewed as alternative methods of complying with a regulatory
requirement. The FAA issues exemptions only upon a finding that such action will be in
the public interest. See FAA Order 8900.1, Volume 3, Chapter 2, Section 1 for additional
information.

Certain Title 14 CFR sections allow the Administrator to issue a Certificate of Waiver, a
Certificate of Authorization, operations specifications, or management specifications that
authorize a deviation. These actions permit a person or an organization to either deviate
from a specific regulation or comply with special alternative provisions, conditions, or
limitations.
